Gen. Grant has been troubled during the 
latter part of the afternoon, and the entire 
evening with an increase of mucous secre­ 
tion in his throat and ha*, coughed consider­ 
ably in consequence. 
He has also suffered 
from two attacks of choking and he breathed 
with difficulty. 
These were relieved by lo­ 
cal applications, and the phlegm was re­ 
moved. 
He is now dosing in tiis chair after 
having slept on the bed for three hours. 
Pulse, 72; temperature, normal.

18.—Gen. 
Grant’s 
condition Sunday was not quite so favora­ 
ble. 
The fit of oougbing which he experi­ 
enced late Saturday night seemed to have 
had a bad effect upon his general condition, 
and for several hours he was very rustles*, 
and, although under the influence of mor­ 
phine, be was able to obtain but very little 
sleep until 4 a. d l , 
when he succeeded in 
dozing for nearly two hours. The tirst bul­ 
letin issued was at ft o’clock. It said: 
‘‘Gen. 
Grant, after 11 o’clock [Saturday], had a 
quiet night. At 4 a. m. he fell into a natural 
slumber, from which he has just awakened.'1 
From ft to 8 o’clock he was again some what 
restless, and walked several times from his 
bed-room to the library. 
After this he be­ 
came more quiet and took some nourishment 
with apparent relish. 
Between 2 and 3 o’clock the regular weekly 
consultation of physicians was held, there 
being present Drs, Barker, Bands, Hhrady 
and Douglas. 
The 
patient’s throat 
was 
thoroughly examined an i it was understo «1 
that his condition was about the same as at 
the last consultation and that the treatment 
pursued was approved by alL 
The patient 
was again restless during the afternoon, and 
had very little sleep. 
Ex-Senator Chaffee,

eral, in his opinion, was a little weaker. 
He thought that the patient’s physical 
strength might be kept up until the cancer 
killed him.

Thie mansion is on the northwest side of the 
street and separated from 
Fifth avenue

it contains. 
Ascending nine 
brown stone steps the visitor is ushered into 
a spacious hallway, lofty, tiled and inlaid 
with mosaic. 
The walls and ceilings are 
tinted grey. 
On the wall facing the on- 
tr&noe to the drawing-room is an inlaid 
monogram 
of Gen. 
Grant. 
A Moorish 
lantern overhead furnishes light for the 
Brazen small anas support the lan­ 
tern. 
The woodwork'll the hall is carved 
in antique figures. 
Against the left wal> 
stands a massive leather-covered sofa, and 
e 
abort distance away is a nnique chair 'sup­ 
ported by elephant’s tusks. 
This chair wai 
presented to the general by the maharaja! 
of Dilla. 
Several costly and beautiful eu- 
graving:*, heavily framed, hgng on the walk 
of the hallway, the principal one being 
e 
massive bronze containing medallion reliel 
portraits of Washington, I i icolu and Grant 
This work was a g ift to the general. 
On the first floor are four rooms. The higfc 
ceiling and the size of the drawing-room giyt 
it the appearance of a small halL 
Tho ceil­ 
ing and wall* of this apartment are decor­ 
ated in dark or Moorish tints, g iving it a 
sort of Oriental appearance. 
The carpet if 
of the heavy Axtninster manufacture, and 
on it a big rug, especially Imported from 
India. 
The finish of the room i* carved 
rosewood, of which a good deal of its furni­ 
ture is framed. 
Some of the furniture is 
richly gilded, while some is covered with 
heavy embossed 
vari-colored silk thickly 
laid in with J apanese gold embroidery. 
Probably the most magnificent ornament 
in the room is an agate cabinet grotesquely 
formed, on the front of which is engraved 
Gen. 
Grant’s monogram, encircled by a 
laurel wreath. 
The cabinet al« o contains 
two massive slabs of onyx, the g ift of a 
Mexican nobleman. 
Among various other 
ornaments in the parlor is a handsome fold­ 
ing screen, presented to him during his 
travels in J apan. 
This article is covered 
with 
exquisite 
embroidery 
representing 
wonderful specimen* of J apanese poultry. 
A number of other elegant cabinets are in 
different parts of the room, bric-a-brac, 
onyx pedestals, a saddle beautifully orna­ 
mented in lacquer work, and a lot of other 
tokens of esteem presented to the general by 
the mikado of J apaa There is a fine marble 
bust of Gen. Grant iu the recess of a bay 
window. 
Th e library opeus out of th e draw ing­ 
room. 
Th is is decorated in Venetian red. A 
large and h eavy Persian rug lies in th e m id­ 
dle of th e floor, wh ich is made of oak. 
ebony and rosewood. 
A Bengal tiger’s skin

is surrounded by bras-» work.

furniture is covered by Turkish and Persian 
embroideries. 
Btunding near th e back wall 
is a h eavy cabinet of dark wood containing 
various gifts to th e general duriug h is trip 
around th e world.

L ondon

Berlin dispatch says that Gen. Komaroff has 
been Appointed commander-in-chief of the 
Russian army in Turkestan, and asserts that 
Russia refuses to yield an inch. 


K om sroff’s Explanation. 
St. 
P e t e r s b u r g , 
April 
13.— The Prn- 
veetelxtvenui Viestnik (government messen­ 
ger) publishes a telegram from Gen. Komar­ 
off explaining the cause of his battle wish 
the Afghans on March 30. 
On March 25 
the dispatch says, the Afghans encamped 
in force on the Russian bank of the Kushk 
river. 
\Vishing to avoid a conflict Komar­ 
off paid no attention to them except to keep 
a close watch upon their movement*. 
Find­ 
ing themselves 
unmolested the Afghans 
became 
more 
bold 
as 
accessions 
to 
their numbers from 
time to time ar­ 
rived, and finally captured a commanding 
position ¡,on the heights, driving back the 
Russian pickets, who occupied it, and ad - 
vancing their own picket line. 
Komaroff 
thereupon requested the Afghan commander 
to withdraw to the oppoeite hank of the 
river. 
The Afghan leader refused to com­ 
ply with this request, saying that he was 
acting entirely upon the advice of British 
officials. 
A second request, couched its tho 
m o4 friendly terms, was made, but to this 
no answer was returned. 
Komaroff, then 
hoping to intimidate tho Afghans by an ag ­ 
gressive movement, advanced a part of his 
army, when the Afghan« opened fire upon 
them. 
The Russians then advanced in force 
and made short work of the Afghans. 
The Russian press unanimously declare 
that KomarofTs explanation Is a sufficient 
reply to England’s demand. 
Work at the 
imperial arsenals is being pushed as rapidly 
as poagible, and a largely augmented force 
of artisans is employed night anti day. 
Lieut Gen. Obrlatehoff, the conqueror of 
Moukhtar Pasha in the Russo-Turkish war, 
will, it Is said, proceed at once to Merv to 
assume command of tho Russian army. 
The arrest of Ayoub Khan, ex-ameer of 
Afghanistan at Teheran, at the instance of 
the British minister, has created no little ex­ 
citement here. .The press denounces the ar­ 
rest as unjustified anti outrageous.

4, W ill C. Ru ssell, a you ng son of a p oor 
woman living a t 21 A lu m street, died after 
an illness of only tw elve hou rs. 
His body 
tu rned black alm ost im m ediately, and was 
bu ried by the infirm ary au thorities. 
Last 
S atu rday m orning another son, Charles, 
died a fte r a sim ilarly brief illness, and his 
body also tu rned black a t once. 
In both 
cases the sym p tom s were violent p u rging 
and vom iting, accomp anied by a 
general 
breaking down of the system. 
W hen the second death occu rred the in­ 
firmary au thorities notified the district p hy­ 
sician, who acqu ainted the board of health 
with the circu mstances, and th a t body, to­ 
gether with the coroner, is condu cting a 
qu iet investigation. 
Mrs. 
Ru ssell’s three 
remaining children wore stricken Satu rday 
with similar symp tom* and are dangerou sly 
ill. 
Tho sanitary condition of the city is p ecu l­ 
iarly favorable to au ep idemic of cholera. 
The streets and alleys are in a filthy condi­ 
tion. 
many of the latter containing in­ 
nu merable dead rat* and other decaying 
animal and vegetable matter. 
The Cu ya­ 
hoga river, which p asses throu gh the city 
into Lake Erie, is a recep tacle for the refu Ne 
from many large manu factories and a large 
p art of the sewage of the city. 
The stream 
is now stationary, and when warm weather 
come* is certain to send u p a vap or laden 
with the germs of disease. 
L atu u . — A p ost m ortem exam ination in 
the cases of the two children who died, has 
revealed the fact th a t the disease was 
cholera, bu t colitis, or iu llam m atiou of 
transver*e colon, an infantile disease.

A tta r o f Boses in K oum ella . 
[Foreign Cor. Chicago Journal. 1 
Tho attar of roses of commerco is produced 
on a large scale in the Turkish province of 
Tloumelia, and principally on the wa rn 
southern slopes of the Balkans. 
The same 
article is also made in Tunis, India and Per­ 
sia and the south of France, but the quan­ 
tity produced is small and the prices so high 
that very little is exported. 
Tho Roumelia 
attar is made from the rosa damascina by 
distillation. 
Tho color of the rose is gener­ 
ally red, though sometimes white, 
and 
blooms iu May and June. 
The flowers are 
entrees that average about six feet high, 
which are not only planted in rows, but are 
tended zealously from autumn till midsum­ 
mer. 
Tho (lowers when in full bloom are 
I lucked before sunris» » , sometimes 
with, 
H>metiinea 
without, 
the 
ciuyx, 
but 
only in such quantities its can be distilled 
< n the day that they are plucked. 
The still is a plain tinned apparatus, from 
which 
a long 
curved tul*) is directed 
through a tub of water, ami into a large 
bottle. 
The still stands on a stone hearth 
and usually in the shade of trees near a run­ 
ning stream. 
The firing is done by wood. 
The stills hold from twenty -five to fifty 
pounds of rose-, which are covered with 
twice that quantity of water and l*» ilod ha[f 
an hour. 
The distilled liquid that passes 
over into the bottle is allowed to stand, 
V* hen the uttar ris-s on tho surface and i*> 
skimmed off, the water ultimately being 
sold as rose-water at Constantinople. 
The 
attar is kept in copper cans uud the rose- 
water in bottles. 
A rose tree is at its best at its fourth y ear, 
an acre of 4-y aarold trees producing from 
one to two tens of flowers, and 7,000 pounds 
of flowers producing one pound of attar. 
Much depends on the spring weather, as 
rains and frost illy affect the bloom. 
In 
very sunny seasons *3,500 pounds have pro­ 
duced a jxiunl of attar. 
Every peasant dis 
tills his own roses, and th * average Ron 
nifliftii crop is about 4,000 pounds of the our« 
y * Ibw attar, nothing being said of the ar- 
t clo a dulterate! by oil of geranium, which 
contains but 10 j» er cent, of the attar.
